A few evenings befure the sailing of 
the steamer of September 10th a din- 
ner was given by the proprietor of the 
New York Hotel to Beauregard and 
two or three other distinguished

ohn Nugent. The dinner was al- 
together a private affair, and 1 should 
not feel authorised to refer to it ifit 
had not already been mentioned in 
printin connection with the remarks of 
General Beauregard. It was at this 
dinner that Gwin announced his inten- 
tion to settle in California, and make 
there “the nest,” as he terined it, of 
bis old age, Be auregaid also expre .ssed 
himself treely regarding the political 
situation. He declared himself in 
favor of strong Government, aud stated 
his conviction that the United States 
was destined to become the strongest, 
most stable Government on the face of 
the earth. That while the kingdoms 
and empires uf the Old World all ex- 
hibited sins of weakness and decay, the 
United States had come out of.a civil 
war which would have destroyed most 


the mona rchical Governments of 


Europe stronger than she ever was. 
That he believed in stable Govern- 
ments, and in the United States as the 
most stable of all the nations in exis- 
tence. He had been offered elsewhere 
the management of an undertaking 
highly honorable and responsible, and 
been allowed to name his own terms. 

But he had not accepted it, because 
he wished to live in the United States. 
This is the substance of what was sa'd 
by Beauregard, and some portions of 
his remarks were reported in one of 
the Baltimore or Philadelphia papers.

GOLD IN THE FOO1HILLS.—The 
Nevada Gazette states an interesting 
fact, and makes a good mining sugges- 
tion: 

We were informed the other evening 
by a gentleman who has been stopping 
for a week or two in the foothills, near 
Bear River, that very good prospects 
of gold are obtained in boring wells in 


that region. The wells are fur irrigat- 
ing purposes, the bore being five inches 


in diameter, sunk to fe bed rock, and 
eurbed by galvanized iron pipe. Our 
informant tells us that he prospected 
gravel taken from one of the claims, 
and invariably found numerous colors 
of fine gold. The depth from the sur- 
face to the bed rock is 75 feet, with two 
feet of auriferous gravel ‘at the bottom.
